Ford’s Budget Without ‘Illusion’ Called Election- Year Gamble

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (NYT).

“illusion” is built around a big 
election-year gamble—a belief

The budget proposal that Mr. 
Ford sent yesterday to Capitol 
HW would lower spending on 
education, make the aged pay 
more for health care, raise Social 
Security payroll taxes and remove 
pressure on the states to find 
money to help the disadvantaged.

And, despite indica- 
tions that Americans are -more 
concerned about economic securi- 
ty than national security, it antic- 
ipates that nearly 8 per cent of 
the work force will be jobless dur- 
ing the campaign year. 

Yet the President and his politi- 
eal associates profess confidence 
that his budget of modest expec- 
tations is in tune with a more 
realistic—and 1655 compassionate 
national mood. 

Unkept Promises i 

“The American people know 
that promises that the federal 
government will do more for them 
every year have not been kept,” 
Mr. Ford said. “I make no such 
promises, I offer no such ilu- 
sion.” 

Instead, Mr. Ford offers the 
Buggestion that he and his ad- 
ministration are on the side of 
those in the middle class and 
among the wealthy who feel, cor- 


rectly or not, that they have been:

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_ A Budget for a Mood ~~ 


A national budget, especially for a country 
@s large and complex as the United States, 
ds an intricate matter, involving pages on 
pages of figures in stark black and white 
that actually represent gray areas of poverty, 
flesh tones of ilmess and health, glittering 
Gold of wealth and all the innumerable 
shades and lights of a nation's life. To re- 
duce ἃ budget to any simple formula is per- 
Hous; nevertheless, it can he said that 
Mr. Ford's budget, like his State of the Union 
message, represents a mood. He evidently 
believes it is the mood of enough of the na- 
‘ton to secure him ¢lection in November. 
And he may be right. 


Sen. Edmund Muskie, in replying for the 
Democrats to the President's State of the 
Union address Monday night, spoke of a 
widespread doubt within the United States 
eoncerning its government. Mr. Muskie 
sought to revive the expectations of the 
country and its confidence that the govern- 
ment can meet those expectations. In terms 
of what the nation needs, if it is to feed 
is poor, bring life back to waning cities, 


educate its young and provide care for the 
ΠῚ, jobs. for the jobless, Mr. Muskie may be 
right. The question that hovers over him, 


and over the Democtatic party is whether - 


the voters of the United States are not 
weary of the cost of great expectations and 
the shortcomings of efforts to meet them. 
It would seem that the senator from Maine 
waa combating the mood on which Mr. Ford 
rode. . , ἷ 

Mr. Ford has put forward a very modest 
array of implements to do a more limited 
job than any of his recent predecessors heid 
up as national goals. A variety of candi- 
dates in both parties have offered, more or 
less, a display of hardware that has as yet 
falled to seize the national !magination. 
This mood of doubt is surely temporary. The 
United States has gone through cycles of 
self-mistrust, as must be the case with any 
country that decides its own destiny through 
the democratic process.

Chile’s most respected political leader of 
recent times, former President Eduardo Frei, 
has delivered a savage attack on the mil- 
itary dictatorship of Gen. Augusto Pinochet 
and projected a “democratic alternative” for 
that stricken country.

The former president and leader of the 
Christian Democratic party scornfully rejects 
the junta’s claim that the only alternative 
to its policies of repression and economic 
squeeze is ἃ return to the Marxist revolu- 
tionary program pursued by the late Salva~ 
dor Allende. Mr. Prei envisions a “national 
union” of democratic parties that would 
combine necessary authority with respect for 
basic freedoms.

of the booklet contaiming them have been 
Printed in defiance of censorship by a Cath- 
olic publishing housé in Santiago.

Mors persist that 10 of the top-ranking offi- 
cers sent an ultimatum to President Pinochet, 
demanding extensive reforms by a March 
deadline, including dissolution of the noto- 
rious secret police and intelligence agency.

Banks With Problems - 


The question of immediate concern to 
most people following the sensationalized 
disclosure that New York’s two largest banks 
were on the “problem” Mst of the Comp~ 
troller of the Currency has doubtless been: 
“Are these banks in danger of failing?” The 
answer is “No.” 


The comptroller, James ΒΞ. Smith, has 
firmly stated that the two banks, First Na- 
tional City and Chase Manhattan, “continue 
to be among the soundest banking insti- 
tutions in the world.” . The crucial point is 
that their earnings are substantial, and their 
capital has not been impaired, despite the 
heavy loan losses these two banks—and 
many others—have incurred. 


Those losses are due to a host of factors 
fn the past few years: the overbnuilding of 
condominiums and the collapse of many 
real-estate trusts; the rush for extra tanker 
capacity and the subsequent oversupply of 
tankers; the bankruptcy of a major retail 
ebain and many other businesses due to the 
elump: the fiscal crisis of New York City and 
New York State, and the deterioration of 
the quality of their obligations, which city 
banks bought heavily; the boom and then 
the bust in world commodity prices, which 
have jeopardized some of the huge loans that 
the major banks have made to developing 
countries to cover their balance-of-payments 
deficits. Some of the most important of the 


panks added to thelr troubles by adopting 


an overly aggressive policy in which the race 


for growth in earnings Ied them Incautiously - 


to overextend themselves, - - : 
‘The “real news,” 85 comptroller Smith has 
said, is that the banks came out of 1975 as 
well as they did. That was due in large 
measure to the reforms of the banking sys- 
tem during the Great Depression. 

Confidence In the banks is no longer the 
fragile reed it once was; despite the deep 
stump and the sharp drop in the values of 
bank securities in the stock market, there 
have been no runs on the banks. And de- 
spite the recent disclosure of the high pro- 
portion of questionable loans in the port- 
folios of the two major New York banks, 
and the likelihood that many other banks are 
in ἃ similar position, there are not Ukely to 
be any rans now. it would be utterly irra- 


tional if there were, for depositors are pro- 


tected by federal insurance. 

However, investors in bank securities are 
not; and there seems no longer any valid 
reason--if there ever was—why the banks 
should be exempt from full disclosure of in- 
formation to the public, as is required of 
nonbanking corporations under the secur- 
itles acts. Full disclosure would not only 
help to protect direct investors in bank 


securities but also the community at large, ©

Lanyhow’s chances of winning 
are, therefore. probably slight, 
and this sad conclusion is not 
without smali irony. its assump- 
tion is that the American likes 
to know whom he is voting for.

The flaw nowadays is that we 
may be more deceived ahout many 
of the men who run than we are 
about Lanyhow. 

Although Richard Nixon had 
been in politics longer than most 
Americans had been alive by 1972, 
it turned out thet most of us 
never knew who he was all along.
